WILMOT, Wis.— The vote margin 
was a bit closer than previously but 
still a proposition calling for a $340,- 
000 bond issue to finance an addi- 
tion to Union Free high school at 
Wilmot lost before the voters Tues- 
day. . f 

The vote this time was 442 in 
favor of the bond issue and 612 op- 
posed. 

A referendum in October 1059 
voted the proposition down about 
3-1. Two annual meetings, one in 
1958 and another in 1959, also 
turned it down. The proposed ad- 
dition was levied at $300,000 in 
1958 and 1959. 

Members of the board of educa- 
tion at Wilmot high had pleaded last 
week for a "yes" vote on Tuesday,. 

They cited figures they said 
showed the enrollment would jump 
to 435 in 1961-62 and to 514 by 1964- 
65. The student body totals 388 
for 1960-61 and was but 159 in 1952- 
53. 

These figures were based on en- 
rollments at grade schools that feed 
Wilmot high school, including Cot- 
tage, Randall, Consolidated, River- 
view, Trevor, Wilmot and also parts 
of Salem Consolidated, Wheatland 
Center and Holy Name Parochial. 

There are now 1,100 students liv- 
ing in the hhigh school district en- 
rolled in these grade schools. Most 
of them wilL-'attend Wilmot high 
school. 

The present building and the ad- 
dition if it had been approved would 
have brought school facilities up to 
a level where it would meet the 
requirements for an enrollment of 
500. 

.Seven academic classrooms, a li- 
brary, a combined gym and audi- 
torium, two home economics class- 
rooms and one agriculture room 
would have been included. 
Also there would have been one 



multi-purpose room, three science 
classrooms, two industrial arts, 
three commercial, one music, one 
fine arts, a large lunchroom, student 
clinic, public coatroom, work rooms, 
office space and storage. 

The additional tax caused by the 
bond issue would amount — on a 
home with a market value of $10,- 
000 — to $6 a year or less than 2 cents 
a day, the school board insisted.

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Courthouse Notebook —

Gov. William G. Stratton brought a new dimension to state politicking 
last' Saturday by using ahelicopter to make a whirlwind visit to 15 Lake 
County cities and villages in an unprecedented handshaking campaign. 

The governor, who has been gaining ground steadily 
jince a low ipoint in his bid for re-election in late summer, 
decided early in the campaign that a saturation campaign 
of the state was the key to success in his effort and hit the 
whirlybird as the only means by which this could be ac- 
complished. 

More than 60 counties in the state have received the 
helicopter treatment and Governor Stratton has indicated 
that he considers the technique a success. 

His visit to Lake County Saturday produced mixed 
results with big crowds of enthusiastic well-wishers greet- 
ing him in some areas and disappointing turnouts on hand 
in others. 

The net result, however, was good as the visit, gave the 

governor considerable exposure outside the political worker 
Durkln circies . 

Republican leaders in Lake County were particularly pleased with 

the turnout in Antioch where Democrats have been appealing to voters 

to "vote Republican for the rest of the ticket if you want, but give Otto 

Kerner a hometown vote." 

• * • 

The deadline for paying locaj, real estate and personal property taxes 
passed with no reports of horse whippings of tax-collectors or organized 
revolt, but there is an undercurrent of resentment that GOP leaders in 
the county .recognize. 

An important part of the Republican campaign strategy in Lake 
County will be the education of the voters and taxpayers that elected 
county. officials are not responsible for the heavy taxes burdening Lake 
County property owners. 

Actually the county general fund receives less than $450,000 from the 
more than $40 million levy spread over the county with another small 
amount going to the county forest preserve district. 

None of the county officials who are up for election on November 8 
have any hand in the levying of taxes and in fact, with the exception of 
the county auditor's office, they are fee-earning offices which are wholly 
or in substantial part self-supporting. 

County Recorder Prank Nustra and Circuit Court Clerk Stephanie 
Sulthin actually make a profit in their departments and the profits are 
turned over to the county general fund for use in other functions of the 
county government. 

There are nearly 200 taxing bodies in Lake County exclusive of the 
county itself and each of these Bodies levies its own tax which is spread 
and collected as a mechanical operation by county departments. These 
bodies are the source of the high taxes.

W. J, Murphy of route 1, Box 607, 
Antioch, candidate for re-election 
as representative to the general as- 
sembly, 31st district, has endorsed 
the mental health and public wel- 
fare institutions bond issue.

Never carry a loaded gun in your 
car; carry your ammunition separ- 
ately. 

When maneuvering through and 
around fences, break your gun or 
make certain the safety catch is oh; 
fences are one of the greatest dan- 
ger points in hunting. 

Never fire from a car or toward 
a road or highway; it's not only 
dangerous, but also illegal in most 
states. 1 " 

If you're not used to much exer- 
cise, don't overtax yourself while 
hunting. Your heart isn't accus- 
tomed to this type of exertion.

Browns. 

This fellow could "hit theia.ll a 
mile," as the saying goes, and he 
was always a threat at the plate. 

Class D baseball, for the most 
part, is for youngsters in pro base- 
ball who are just breaking in.

' ONE 'OF THOSE 'former major 
leaguers was . one of the lesser 
known of the famous DiMaggio fam- 
ily of baseball players. '• 

He was Vince DiMaggio, who as 
we recall is or was the older of 
the three — Joe of New York Yan- 
kee fame and Dom of the Boston 
Red Sox—and played for several 
seasons in the majors. 

The only team we can recall he 
played with was Pittsburgh but 
there may have been others. 

Vince never seemed able to hit 
major league pitching but in the 
minors (such as the Far West 
league) he was "murder." And to 
watch him cover centerfield with 
his long, legs and loping run was 
almost worth the price of admission 
alone. 

MEDFORD was a farm of the then 
Brooklyn Dodgers, and though the 
team did not help bring anyone into 
the major leagues, it did produce 
one or two who played in the Pa- 
cific Coast and International 
leagues. 

Its manager in 1948 was a young 
fellow by the name of Shepard, who 
at last reports was managing Salt 
Lake City in the Pacific Coast 
league and also had managed Mont- 
real of the International league. 

The Medford Dodgers won the 
league championship in 1948 but 
after that didn't do so well.

During this same period, the rev- 
enue of the department also has 
shown an increase from $2,091,714,- 
000 in fiscal year 1963 to $3,276,800,-

There are quite a large number 
of dead elm trees throughout Keno* 
aha county that should be cut and 
burned if v/e are to hold Dutch Elm 
disease to a minimum, f ' ■ ,'\ 

Areas that have the most dead 
elms are Salem and Somera Town- 
ships, These are also the townships 
that had the most diseased trees 
this year— 104 and 70 respectively, m 

Many elm trees died from Dutch' 
Elm disease but were not sampled 
to diagnose the cause of sickness,; 
Some elms died from' other diseases; 

Whatever the cause of death was, 
these trees are breeding places for 
next year's crop of elm ibark beetles 
which spread -Dutch Elm disease, 

Now would be a good time to 
take note of the dead or dying elms 
that should be removed as the leaves 
are still on the healthy trees. After 
the leaves fall off, it is not easy to 
notice which trees are dead. ^ ; 

A number of dead elms have been 
found highly infested with the elm 
bark beetle larva. These larva will 
change to adult beetles and emerge 
in the spring to spread Dutch Elm 
disease. • ■ i 

It would be well if each land- 
owner checked his property for dead 
or dying elms and to burn them— 
if the Dutch Elm disease is to be 
held to a minimum.

A new voice for the voiceless has; 
Just been introduced by the Bell 
Telephone System, according to Don 
Hood, Illinois Bell manager in An-

"Some 20,000 persons in the Unlt- 
:«d States are without the power of 
speech as a result jot paralysis or 
surgical removal of the larynx and 
must depend either on esophageal 
speech or an artificial larynx in or- 
der to, talk," Hood ^aald^ ■ -t> 

The new device, i^jm' electronic 
larynx, will be made available on 
a non-profit basis by Bell Telephone 
Companies. ^i 

It resembles a -streamlined elec- 
tric shaver, contoured to fit the 
hand and designed to be held against 
the outside of the throat while be- 
ing operated. 

It transmits sound waves into the 
t hroat cavity replacing those norm- 
c/ r ^sdly produced .by air passing over 
the vocal cords. 

SPEECH Is produced by forming 
words with the lips and tongue just 
as in normal conversation. 

'Tenons with speech handicaps 
' have learned to use the instrument 
with a minimum of training and 
difficulty," Hood said. 



The electronic larynx , is pro- 
duced in two models. One is high- 
pitched to simulate the female 
voice. The other has a lower pitch 
for men. 

Both are provided with a finger 
control which enables the user to 
vary the pitch of his voice over a 
half-octave range- in order to pro- 
duce speech -of considerable intelli- 
gibility .and naturalness. '-- 
^Speech volume is equivalent to a 
normal talker speaking at a con- 
versational level. 

THE DEVICE employs. Bell tran- 
sistors. It is powered by self- con- 
tained mercury batteries of a type 
obtainable at any radio store. 

Battery life ranges up to several 
months, depending on the amount of 
use. 

The instrument was developed by 
Bell Telephone laboratories. Sug- 
gestions were contributed by medi- 
cal authorities, particularly the Na- 
tional Hospital for Speech Disord- 
ers, and by artificial larynx users 
themselves. 

It is made by Western Electric 
Company, manufacturing and sup- 
plying unit of the Bell System.

The son of a Chinese immigrant 
field worker In Hawaii who climbed 
to wealth and political eminence 
will spak at a major political rally 
sponsored by the Lake County 
Republican central committee in 
the West Campus auditorium of 
Waukegan high school at 8:30 p,m.

, Hiram Fong, V, S; senator from 
Hawaii followed the classic Amer- 
ican success pattern by overcoming 
a humble beginning to achieve 
substantial wealth and political In- 
fluence through hard work and 
study. 

The seventh of 11 children of a 
■W2 a month worker In the Hawaiian 
sugar cane fields, young Fong sold 
newspapers, shlned shoes, and cad- 
died to bolster the family Income. 

At the same time he worked to 
get an education, eventually gradu- 
ating from the Harvard School of 
Law. 

After passing the bar examina- 
tion in. the Territory of Hawaii, the 
youthful future senator opened a 
multi-racial law firm In the Pacific 
Island melting-pot and then became 
interested in, politics.
